Thereafter, according to re­ 
ports, Ballin appeared to be greatly' 
depressed in spirit. Some reports re­ 
ceived in London stated that he had 
committed suicide.

TORIO, Dec. 28.— The end of the 
war does not mean peace for Russia, 
says Dr. Vaclav Girsa, of the Czecho­ 
slovak National Council who Is now 
in Tokio. Peace conferences will not 
be able to prevent the internal strug­ 
gles in that disorganized state; that 
can only be accomplished by military 
decision, and can only be the task of 
the Allies," added Dr. Girsa. 
Many divisions of the Allied troops 
now are needed to 
help Russia 
emerge from Its choas because, said 
Dr. Girsa, more than half 
of 
the 
Czecho-SlovaY troops who were 
in 
Russia when the Brest-Litovsk peace 
treaty was signed now are in hos­ 
pitals or in their graves. 
Dr. Girsa said the situation of his 
troops in Siberia has been well-nigh 
insupportable. 
One. division 
had 
been forced to hoi dfor a long time 
an immense front. 
It 
had 
been 
obliged to guard the railroad, the 
important places in Siberia, to or­ 
ganize the munition 
factories 
and 
maintain order in all the towns. He 
quoted a Russian officer from 
the 
front as 
describing 
the 
situation 
thus: 
“I am an old soldier and. have 
seen many military troubles but the 
efforts shown by the Czechoslovak 
soldiers in Siberia surpass all human 
forces, and I can only say that the 
men seem to have been carried above 
their normal condition." 
Dr. Girsa said that his people feel 
that they must perish but they wish 
to fulfill their duty to the* last, They 
have quite given up hope of effective 
military aid hut they are determined 
to fight to the last breath. 
He ex­ 
pressed the opinion th at the Russian 
nation would surprise the world by 
its powerful development in the fu­ 
ture. 
He added: 
“We Czechoslovaks 
understand 
the Russian people. 
We have lived 
among them during all the 
groat 
changes of the war and we feel sym­ 
pathy for them. 
We can never for­ 
get the immense 
sea 
of 
Russian 
blood which was shed 
during 
the 
first three years of the war. 
We 
must not forget that a great majority 
of the Russian people have not said 
their last word. 
“In giving to the Russian army 
.protection we had absolutely no as­ 
piration for political power in Rus­ 
sia but 
such 
a 
misunderstanding 
seems to have been our fate from the 
very beginning of the war. 
Even 
now we are called by the Russians 
‘the mysterious Czechoslovaks." 
Dr. Girsa said it was a fatal mis­ 
take to suppose Bolshevism to be a 
democratic movement. 
Democracy 
endeavors to organize and to rule the 
people 
according 
to 
human 
con­ 
science; but the Bolshevik 
stamp 
oui the principles of morality and cul­ 
ture. 
Bolshevism was a collective 
title used for different political and 
social phenomea; from the idealistic 
Utopia to the criminal German prop­ 
aganda forces.
